GENERAL JOHN M. SHALIXASKVILI TO ADDRESS CONFERENCE ON MEDIA AND 
THE MILITARY AT NATIONAL PRESS CLUB MAY 5 


EVENT: General John M. Shaiikashvili, chairman of the Joint 

Chiefs of Staff, will address participants of a Robert R. 
McCormick Tribune Foundation/The George Washington 
University conference on the military, the media and 
humanitarian crises.

Background: 

In March, the Pentagon released the latest version of a 
document entitled "National Military Strategy," the main statement 
of U.S. military strategy priorities. It states that among the 
principal roles of American troops are varying types of 
humanitarian operations. "U.S. military strategy must be 
intrinsically constructive, proactive and preventive," the document 
says, "helping to reduce the sources of conflict and at the same 
time blocking the effective use of force by potential adversaries." 

Under what circumstances should humanitarian relief be 
attempted? How might policymakers rationally calculate the use of 
military capabilities in an atmosphere charged with emotion by 
media coverage? Is it reasonable to use limited funds when relief 
workers must be protected by (or are themselves) armed forces? In 
the humanitarian operations in Bosnia and Somalia, according to one 
report, the ratio of military expense to aid delivered has been 10- 
to-1. There are also operational questions. In the battlefield, 
military commanders call the shots. In complex humanitarian crises, 
how are more complex lines of authority defined?

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"The process by which a particular human tragedy becomes a 
crisis demanding a response," said Jessica Matthews, senior fellow 
at the Council of Foreign Relations, "is less a result of a 
rational weighing of need or of what is remediable than it is of 
what gets on nightly news shows." As a result, governments feel 
they have lost control over policy. Media content, in short, has 
usurped the role of the professional strategist, policy expert and 
diplomat. What is the proper role of media in defining the 
humanitarian policy agenda in the first place? 

Among the many policymakers, journalists and leading foreign 
policy experts who will be participating in the conference are 
Peter Hansen, United Nations' Under Secretary General, Charles 
Bierbauer, CNN senior Washington correspondent, Jackson Diehl, 
assistant managing editor of The Washington Post, Ed Rabel, NBC 
News Pentagon correspondent, John McWethy, ABC News national 
security correspondent, Lieutenant General Wes Clark, Joint Chiefs 
staff member, Warren Strobel, U.S. Institute for Peace, and John 
Shattuck, assistant secretary of state for humanitarian rights and 
humanitarian affairs. 

General John M. Shalikashvili became chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff on October 25, 1993. He serves as the chief 
military advisor to the President, the Secretary of Defense and the 
National Security Council. Previously, he was supreme Allied 
Commander, Europe and Commander-in-Chief for the United States 
European Command. 

Shalikashvili earned a master of science degree from The 
George Washington University in 1970 and received the University's 
Distinguished Alumni Achievement Award in 1994.

NEW GW REPORT EXPLORES EXPANDING ROLE OF FUNDRAISING 


WASHINGTON -- The development officer as a significant player 
in colleges and universities is a relatively new phenomenon. Fund¬ 
raising has been a part of American higher education for quite some 
time; however, it has only recently become a central activity of 
most colleges and universities. With this, the development officer 
has become an increasingly important figure in the administration 
of the institution.

officer is not well-defined or well-understood. "The Development 
Officer in Higher Education: Toward an Understanding of the Role," 
a recently published report by the ERIC Clearinghouse on Higher 
Education at The George Washington University, examines how the 
number of institutions actively seeking gift support has increased, 
and how development officers are now found at most state 
universities and community colleges as well as private 
institutions. The report also looks at how they have been called 
upon to meet ever-higher fundraising goals, as philanthropy has 
become a vital source of revenue both for current operating budgets 
and capital growth. 


"Development now is a substantial enterprise at many 
institutions, commanding large staffs and budgets. The chief 
development officer of a college or university often is a senior 
officer of the institution, reporting directly to the president 
with a place in the administrative hierarchy equivalent to that of 
academic, student, and business affairs. By virtue of this 
position as a member of top administration, s the chief development 
officer has an influence on overall policy beyond the scope of his 
or her specific responsibilities," state authors Michael j. Worth, 
vice president for development and alumni affairs and professor of 
education at The George Washington University, and James W. Asp 
III, associate vice chancellor for university advancement at the 
University of California. "In a growing number of cases, 
development even has become a route to the college or university 
presidency. While development once may have been peripheral to the 
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institution's mission and principal activities, its more central 
presence today cannot be ignored." 

The fundraising goals of colleges and universities have grown 
as quickly as their development staffs and budgets. The report 
suggests though that despite its growth, increasing 
professionalization, and a more important place in colleges and 
universities, development is still striving to define itself as a 
field and continues to be troubled by problems of instability, 
image and acceptance. 

In conclusion, the report suggests that development officers 
have one of the most difficult jobs on any campus. Their results 
are measurable and visible, but not fully within their control.* 
Development officers are measured by the amount of revenue they 
produce and that depends largely on variables over which they have 
no influence, such as alumni sentiment and the local or national 
economy. Development officers share with only a few others - 
including the president, the trustees, and perhaps the chief 
financial officer - the responsibility to concern themselves with 
the welfare of the institution as a whole and to work toward 
assuring its strength in the future as well as the present. "This 
perspective sometimes can be at odds with the priorities - and 
demands - of others whose horizons are more parochial and 
immediate. This may include deans or department heads within a 
university and even presidents and boards of institutions facing 
immediate financial pressures," agree authors Worth and Asp.

FIVE HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS TO ADDRESS GRADUATES OF 
THE GEORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY AT COMMENCEMENT 
ON THE ELLIPSE MAY 14 

Elizabeth Dole, Abba Eban, Thomas Foley, Hugh Price and Helen 
Thomas to receive honorary degrees and deliver commencement 

addresses to 3,065 graduates 

Washington — Stephen Joel Trachtenberg, president of The 
George Washington University, has announced that Elizabeth Dole, 
Abba Eban, Thomas Foley, Hugh Price and Helen Thomas each will 
receive honorary degrees and address the graduating class of 1995 
at GW's Commencement on the Ellipse, Sunday, May 14. The 
ceremony, honoring 3,065 GW students, begins at 10 a.m. 

"In the past GW has asked one of its honorary degree 
recipients to deliver a 25-minute keynote address. The other 
recipients were either silent or said only a few words of 
acknowledgement. This year we decided to experiment," said 
President Trachtenberg. "We invited all of our five outstanding 
honorees to speak for a period about equal to that used by 
Lincoln at Gettysburg. This will total about 25 minutes. We 
believe that several brief comments, carefully crafted by our 
remarkable roster of honorary degree recipients, will have a 
tremendous impact on our graduates. It may also prove to be more 
lively than a single talk." 

The honorary degree recipients are: 

Elizabeth Dole, Doctor of Public Service. As president of 
the American Red Cross, Elizabeth Dole continues a remarkable 
public service career in which she served six United States 
presidents and was named by the Gallup Poll as one of the world's 
10 most admired women. Head of the White House Office of Consumer 
Affairs under both Presidents Lyndon Johnson and Richard Nixon, 
Dole's resume includes five years as a member of the Federal 
Trade Commission; two years as assistant to President Ronald 
Reagan for Public Liaison; secretary of transportation — the 
first woman to hold that position; and secretary of labor. 

Abba Eban, Doctor of Humanities. Former Israeli Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban currently serves as The George Washington

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University's first James C. Welling Professor. Eban was Israel's 
first ambassador to the United Nations from 1948 to 1959, leading 
the Israeli delegation that pleaded successfully for membership 
in the U.N. He also served as Israel's first ambassador to the 
United States concurrently with his ambassadorial post in the 
U.N. His extraordinary diplomatic career has included service as 
Israel's foreign minister (1966 to 1974) during both the Six 
Day War and the Yom Kippur War. He also chaired the Knesset 
Committee on Defense and Foreign Affairs for four years (1984 to 
1988) . 


Thomas S. Foley, Doctor of Laws. The Honorable Thomas S. 
Foley served the State of Washington for 30 years from January 
1965 to December 1994 as a member of the U.S. House of 
Representatives. He is most notably recognized for his election 
on June 6, 1989, to the esteemed post of Speaker of the House. 

Before he was voted Speaker, Foley served as Majority Leader 
from 1987 and, from 1981 to 1987, as Majority Whip — the number 
three position in the House Democratic Leadership. He also is a 
former chairman of both the House Democratic Caucus and the 
Democratic Study Group. Since his departure from the House, 

Foley has become a partner in the law firm of Akin, Gump, 

Strauss, Hauer & Feld, L.L.P., where he specializes in 
international affairs. 

Hugh B. Price, Doctor of Laws. Currently president and chief 
executive officer of the National Urban League, Inc., Price 
previously served as the first executive director of the Black 
Coalition of New Haven from 1970-1975. He was a senior associate 
and subsequently a partner with Cogan, Holt & Associates, an 
urban affairs consulting firm in New Haven, Conn., and later 
became a member of the City of New Haven's Mayor's cabinet, 
supervising the city's Head Start program and services for youth 
and senior citizens. 

Before joining the National Urban League in 1994, Price 
served as vice president at the Rockefeller Foundation, where he 
was responsible for managing domestic initiatives in education 
for at-risk youth and for overseeing the foundation's program to 
increase minority opportunities in the United States. In 
addition, he wrote editorials for The New York Times from 1978 
until 1982 and was the senior vice president of WNET/Thirteen, 
the public television station in New York City where he 
eventually assumed direction of WNET's national production 
center. 

Helen Thomas, Doctor of Humane Letters. United Press 
International (UPI) White House Bureau Chief Helen Thomas has 
been a fixture of the press conferences of Presidents Johnson, 
Nixon, Ford, Carter, Reagan, Bush and Clinton. Thomas began her 
journalistic career as a copy girl for the now defunct Washington 
Daily News. In 1943, she joined UPI and the Washington press

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corps. She has covered the news of the federal government, 
including the Justice Department, the FBI, the former Health, 
Education and Welfare Department, and Capitol Hill. A woman of 
many firsts, Thomas became an officer of the National Press Club 
when it opened its doors to women members after a 90-year 
span of all-male membership. She was the first woman officer of 
the White House Correspondents Association, and its first woman 
president from 1975 to 1976. In 1975, she also became the first 
woman member of the Gridiron Club, a 90-year-old institution of 
which she became president in 1993. 

Some 20/000 people are expected to attend GW's Commencement/ 
which will be held in the historic park along Constitution 
Avenue, NW, opposite the south lawn of the White House. The 
academic processions for Commencement will begin on the Ellipse 
at 9:30 a.m. on Sunday, May 14. The Commencement ceremony will be 
held rain or shine. 

Student speaker Joy Cobb, of Fort Walton Beach, Florida, is 
a master's degree candidate in the Graduate School of Education 
and Human Development. She was selected through a University-wide 
competition. 

The University's Commencement weekend will encompass a 
number of celebrations, beginning Thursday, May 11, with the 
School of Engineering and Applied Science Awards Ceremony and 
Reception at 6:30 p.m. in the Marvin Center Theatre (800 21st 
Street, NW). There will be a reception in Tompkins Hall following 
the awards ceremony. 

The Doctoral Candidate Hooding Ceremony will take place on 
Saturday, May 13, at 9:30 a.m. in the Dorothy Betts Marvin 
Theatre (800 21st Street, NW). The ceremony will include 
candidates from Columbian College and Graduate School of Arts and 
Sciences, the School of Business and Public Management, the 
Graduate School of Education and Human Development and the School 
of Engineering and Applied Science. Candidates will receive their 
doctoral hoods during the ceremony. A reception will follow. 

The May 13 schedule also includes the Naval Reserve Officers 
Training Corps Commissioning Ceremony, at 12 p.m. This ceremony 
is for graduating NROTC students and their guests. 

The Columbian College and Graduate School of Arts and 
Sciences undergraduate awards ceremony will take place in the 
Marvin Center Theatre at 2:30 p.m. Receptions will follow the 
presentations. 

The Elliott School of International Affairs will host its 
annual awards ceremony at George's in the Marvin Center, fifth 
floor, at 4 p.m.

Washington, D.C. -- This summer The George Washington 
University Professor of Theatre and Dance MAIDA WITHERS will tour 
in Southeast Asia performing and collaborating with international 
artists and conducting workshops in dance from Yokohama to Seoul 
to Kuala Lumpur. 

Dancer/choreographer Maida Withers is founder and artistic 
director of Maida Withers' Dance Construction Company of 
Washington, D.C., and professor of dance at The George Washington 
University. Withers is known for innovative dance works for stage 
and video and site-specific dances. Experimentation and 
collaboration with performing and visual artists are hallmarks of 
her work. 

Among Withers' performances on the Southeast Asian tour is 
that of "STONE CIRCLE," in Tokyo, Japan on June 3. "STONE CIRCLE" 
is a full-evening work, a collaboration of new music, dance, 
poetry and visual design. Joining dancer/choreographer Withers 
are international artists MARILIA, vocalist, STEPHEN LOCKWOOD, 
keyboard composer, FRANCOIS PEREZ, multi-media artist and poet 
GOZO YOSHIMASU. These artists have a unified vision of dance, 
music and song as an expression of spirit. "STONE CIRCLE" takes 
us from an ancient past toward infinity. The collaboration for 
"STONE CIRCLE" originated in Washington, D.C., in April and May 
of 1995, when choreographer/artist Jey Young Kim was scholar-in¬ 
residence at the GW Department of Theatre and Dance. 

In Korea, Withers will create a site-specific work for the 
Dance Festival of Sin Cha Hong and "Laughing Stone," and perform 
at the Daejon Dance Festival. In Malaysia, Withers will 
choreograph for the Kuala Lumpur Dance Theatre and collaborate 
with Marion D'Cruz and Dancers.

Withers' recent works, "IN WINDS OF SAND" and "ANCIENT 
LANDS, ANCIENT PEOPLES," involve video and dance created through 
a land site process at sacred earth sites and interaction with 
Native American peoples in Utah, Arizona and New Mexico. 
Withers's recent international tours include performances of "IN 
WINDS OF SAND" in China, Korea, Malaysia, Hong Kong, and Seoul, 
Korea; "ROLLING THUNDER" in Brasilia and Rio de Janeiro, Brazil 
in conjunction with Earth Summit '92; and "OBSESSION" and "LEDGE" 
in Mexico and Guatemala. Her video works, "SANDS CYCLES" and

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In 1950, Blackmun left Dorsey, Colman, Barker, Scott and 
Barber to become the resident counsel at the Mayo Clinic and Mayo 
Association (now the Mayo Foundation) in Rochester, Minn., and a 
member of the Mayo Clinic's Section of Administration. 

In 1959, President Dwight D. Eisenhower nominated Blackmun 
to the United States Court of Appeals for the Eighth Circuit -- 
succeeding the same Judge Sanborn for whom he had clerked in 
1932. Justice Blackmun remained on this court until 1970, when 
he was appointed to the United States Supreme Court. 

During his years on the Supreme Court, Justice Blackmun 
participated in a number of activities outside of the courtroom 
relating to constitutional justice and human rights.

GSPM to officially become part of GW on July 1 


WASHINGTON — The George Washington University's Board of 
Trustees and the Trustees of the independently-managed Graduate 
School of Political Management (GSPM) have approved plans to have 
GSPM officially become a distinctive unit of GW's Columbian School 
of Arts and Sciences effective July l. GSPM has been affiliated 
with GW and the School of Arts and Sciences' National Center for 
Communication Studies through a five-year cooperative agreement and 
has been located on the GW campus since 1991. 

"The founders of the Graduate School of Political Management 
displayed a combination of sensitivity to trends in public affairs 
and commitment to public service that is a hallmark of The George 
Washington University," said GW President Stephen Joel 
Trachtenberg. "The addition of their distinctive degree program 
enhances that tradition." 

Education in political management is one of the many fields 
where the strategic location of GW offers unique advantages 
including access to practitioners, internship opportunities, 
availability of highly qualified full-time and part-time faculty, 
and substantial visibility. 

"Political managers exercise great influence on public 
debate," said GSPM Chairman Jerald terHorst. "As an integral part 
of a great university, the GSPM can make a major contribution in 
strengthening the standards of ethical practice and providing 
access to those who would be otherwise excluded from the debate. It 
gives us great satisfaction that the GW trustees, faculty and 
administration share our objectives." 

GSPM's curriculum in political management also complements 
GW's advanced degree programs in political science, political 
communication, communication, journalism and legislative affairs in 
the Columbian School of Arts and Sciences; public finance and 
public administration in the School of Business and Public 
Management; as well as programs in GW's National Law Center. 
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The cooperative agreement signed by the two institutions in 
December of 1990 called for location of the headquarters of GSPM on 
GW's campus, for the use of the University's facilities, academic 
collaboration and the right of cross registration for students of 
both institutions. GSPM's Washington Degree Program began in 1991 
and offered a full range of programs leading to the degree of 
master of professional studies in political management (a GSPM 
degree). 

GSPM's enrollment has jumped from 75 students in 1990 to 
approximately 200 students this year. Given the growth in the 
United States of political management as a profession and the 
extraordinary recent growth of democratic institutions around the 
world, the demand for skilled political managers is likely to 
increase. In fact, the membership of the leading professional 
association, the American Association of Political Consultants, has 
increased from 300 to 800 firms in one recent three-year period. 

GSPM was founded in New York in 1986 and chartered by the New 
York State Board of Regents. It offers the nation's first 
integrated curriculum teaching professional skills and ethical 
principles in political campaigning, lobbying, government relations 
and issues management, leading to the master of professional 
studies degree in political management. GSPM awarded its first 
degrees in 1988. 

Located four blocks from the White House, The George 
Washington University was created by an Act of Congress in 1821. 
Today, GW is the largest institution of higher education in the 
nation's capital. The University offers comprehensive programs of 
undergraduate and graduate liberal arts study as well as degree 
programs in medicine, law, engineering, education, business/public 
management and international affairs. Each year GW enrolls a 
diverse population of 19,000 undergraduate, graduate and 
professional students from all 50 states, the District of Columbia 
and some 100 countries.

GW ESTABLISHES NEW GRADUATE EDUCATION CENTER IN ALEXANDRIA, VA. 

Scheduled opening in September 1995 will bring business, 
management, education courses to professionals in Northern Va. 


WASHINGTON — The George Washington University has announced 
the establishment of a new graduate education center in the city 
of Alexandria, Virginia, which is scheduled to open in September 
1995. The center will be located at 1775 Duke Street (next to the 
King Street Metro station) and will offer an array of evening and 
weekend programs for graduate certificates and degrees to a 
growing professional population in this area. 

"The viability of this institution depends upon our ability 
to adapt to the changing needs of the marketplace," said GW 
President Stephen Joel Trachtenberg. "This is a unique and 
important partnership with the city of Alexandria to provide 
graduate center education to a growing professional 
constituency." 

Employers in Alexandria had expressed great interest in 
establishing a graduate education center in the area. In the 
spring of 1993, nearly 75 employers wrote in reply to an inquiry 
from the Alexandria Economic Development Program that they would 
enthusiastically support a graduate education center in the 
community. The following year, GW officials were invited by the 
Alexandria Economic Development Program to consider establishing 
an education center in Alexandria. 

"We are excited about our partnership with The George 
Washington University in providing this new and invaluable 
resource to Alexandria employers, employees and residents," said 
Alexandria Mayor Patricia S. Ticer. "Vice Mayor Kerry Donley, 
Delegate Marian Van Landingham and the city council, together 
with the Alexandria Economic Development Program, the Chamber of 
Commerce and myself, will continue to work hand in hand with the 
University to promote and expand the Alexandria Graduate 
Education Center's presence in the city." 

Data from the survey of residents indicated that primary 
areas of academic interest among adult students in Northern 
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Virginia included business, management and education. Thus, the 
menu of graduate center opportunities at the new Alexandria 
location will consist of a fast-track Master of Business 
Administration program, programs in early childhood special 
education, information management and information systems, 
language in education, management of research and development, 
and school counseling. Additional offerings in sampling and data 
analysis, technology in higher education and human resource 
development are being considered. 

"GW is very pleased to have been invited by the city of 
Alexandria to establish a graduate education center," commented 
Roger Whitaker, director of the GW Division of University 
Programs. "We are committed to developing a center of the highest 
standard and look forward to working with members of the 
Alexandria community to offer graduate opportunities that respond 
to its educational needs and interests." 

GW's Alexandria Graduate Education Center will be located in 
a new building in a 76-acre, mixed use (commercial, residential, 
retail, hotel) community. Located for easy access by Metro or by 
car, the center will occupy 11,600 square feet of first floor 
space. Seven classrooms are planned, with a tiered classroom for 
up to 60 MBA students, special observation rooms for two 
education programs, a "model practices" classroom for the early 
childhood education program and a state-of-the-art computer lab. 

U.S. Representative Jim Moran said, "We welcome the George 
Washington University to Alexandria. The new graduate education 
center will offer residents of the city an opportunity for 
graduate study right here in Northern Virginia. GW will be an 
invaluable part of the community." 

An opening ceremony for GW's Alexandria Graduate Education 

Center is scheduled for September 1995, after which there will be 
a series of informational events for professionals and employers 
to explore the new center's offerings. Classes will begin January 
1996. 


The GW Division of University Programs has been providing 
academic programs for working professionals throughout the 
Washington metropolitan area for 60 years. It currently 
administers 17 academic programs at 11 sites in the District of 
Columbia, Maryland and Virginia. Graduate center programs 
maintain the same academic standards as those offered on GW's 
main campus, and are taught by the faculties of the University's 
four participating schools.

BACKGROUND: 

TURKER OZDOGAN, professor of ceramics at GW, received his 
initial training and Master of Ceramics diploma at the Applied 
Fine Arts School, Istanbul, Turkey, in 1967. He was awarded 
apprenticeships at Eczacibasi Ceramic Factory, Istanbul, Turkey, 
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and at Furst Adolf Werkstatte Fur Keramik, Buckebrug, West 
Germany. He studied at The Corcoran School of Art and at GW, 
where he received his M.F.A. degree. His solo exhibitions include 
The Corcoran Gallery of Art, The International Monetary Fund, The 
Embassy of the Republic of Turkey, The Middle East Institute and 
a two-person faculty show at GW's Dimock Gallery. Numerous group 
exhibitions include the World Bank, Meridian House, Franz Bader 
Gallery and "Architectural Ceramics" at The Dimock Gallery. 

He has been active in the organization of ceramic workshops 
at the University, has presented papers, has received various 
international grants and, in recent years, has been a technical 
consultant in his native Turkey. He has exhibited at Turkevi Art 
Gallery in New York and his work is included in many public and 
private collections. 

FRANK WRIGHT, professor of drawing and graphics at GW, holds 
degrees from American University (B.A., 1954), and the University 
of Illinois (M.A., 1961). He was the recipient of a National 
Society of Art and Letters Scholarship, a Leopold Schepp 
Foundation Scholarship and a Paul J. Sachs Fellowship in Graphic 
Arts. Wright's work has been featured in various group 
exhibitions "The Artist and the Space Shuttle," 1983-86; "The 
Artist's Studio in American Painting, 1940-1983," Allentown Art 
Museum, 1984; "Realism," SECCA, Winston-Salem, NC, 1984; and in 
two travelling exhibitions organized by the Jane Haslem Gallery. 
Wright has had solo exhibitions at The Corcoran Gallery of Art;

Visitors' Center, Washington, D.C. 

Wright has completed many commissions of Washington 
subjects, most notably an illusionistic mural for the Oliver Carr 
Company's Republic Place, paintings for the Perpetual Bank in the 
Washington Building and a historical painting of a Washington 
event commissioned by Arthur Andersen & Co. Wright's series of 
historical views of Pennsylvania Avenue, which he calls "Parades 
Gone By," are featured in the book "Pennsylvania Avenue; 
American's Main Street" (American Institute of Architects, 
January, 19 89) . His painting "The Inaugural Paz'ade of FDR in 
1941" was featured on the covex* of the Wilson Quarterly (January, 
1989); this same painting was also illustrated in an article 
entitled "Capital Architecture: Ebb and Flow of Time and Tastes 
Reshape Kennedy's Grand Vision," by Paul Goldberger (The New York 
Times, January 19, 1989). His works are also in local corporate 
collections. 

PAULINE TRIMPI received her B.A. at Elmira College for Women 
in Elmira, NY, and did post-baccalaureate work at The College of 
William and Mary College where she studied sculpture. Trimpi has 
commissioned works in Switzerland, England and the United States.
